WESTERN VIEWS OF NATIONALITIES POLICY REFUTED 
Moscow POLITICHESKOYE SAMOOBRAZOVANIYE in Russian No 10, Sep 81 pp 67-72

Question" ] 


[Text] The 26th CPSU Congress emphasized that the fraternal friendship of the 
peoples of our multi-national homeland is constantly growing stronger. The de- 
velopment and the growing together of the socialist nations and peoples and the 
formation and strengthening of a new social and international community--the 
Soviet people--vividly demonstrate the world historic advantages of socialism over 
capitalism and the permanent importance of our party's Leninist principles of 
nationalities policy. 


The Bolshevik program on the nationalities question which was developed by Lenin 
helped to strengthen thc international front of the workers of all of the nations 
and peoples of Russia in their struggle against the autocracy and the land owners 
and capitalists and for socialism. In a state of creative development by our 
party, the nationalities policy of the CPSU and the Soviet State plays a decisive 
role in perfecting nationalities relations in the USSR under the conditions of 
mature socialism and of the construction of communisn. 


The program of the Communist Party wn the nationalities question was thoroughly 
worked out in numerous works by V.I. Lenin which were written both before and after 
October. These works include: "Critical Notes on the Nationalities Question" 
(1913), "On the Right of Nations to Self-Determination" (1914), "On the National 
Pride of the Great Russiars"™ (1914), "The Results of the Discussion on Self-Deter- 
mination" (1916), "On the Question of Nationalities or ‘Autonorization™ (1922), 
and others. 


The study by Lenin of the nationalities question was dictated by important rea- 
sons. By the beginning of the 20th century Russia had become a key point of the 
exacerbated contradictions of capitalism, particularly the contradictions between 
the industrial centers of the country and its backward national districts. De- 
veloping the teaching of K. Marx and F. Engels on nations and national relations 
and analyzing the content and characteristics of the nationalities question in 
Russia, Vladimir Il‘ich unmasked the colonializing and Kussifying policy of the 
autocracy and the Russian landowners and capitalists. A consistent internation- 

















alist, he fought both against great power chauvinism and local nationalism, and 

provided a foundation for the idea of joining the struggle of the working class 

for socialism and the struggle of oppressed peoples for social and national lib- 
eration. Only the fraternal unity of all nations in the struggle for democracy 

and socialism, the leader of the Bolsheviks taught, could ensure the social and 

national liberation of the peoples being oppressed by imperialisn. 


The party's Leninist program on the nationalities question which expressed the hopes 
of the oppressed peoples of the entire world is not built on the basis of subject- 
ive desires. At its foundation is a scientific analysis of the laws of the devel- 
opment of society and of the objective tendencies of international relations un- 
der capitalism. The first tendency is the awakening of national life and of na- 
tional movements, and a struggle by peoples against all kinds of national oppres- 
sion and for the creation of national states. The second tendency is the devel- 
opment and quickening of all kiuds of relations between nations, the breakdown 

of national barriers, the creation of the international unity of capital, economic 
life, politics, science, and so forth. (V.I. Lenin, "Complete Works,” Volume 24, 
p 124) 


Marxism-Leninism takes account of both tendencies, recognizing the right of peoples 
to self-determination and defending the principle of their voluntary unification 
and the principle of proletarian internationalism and of the solidarity of the 
workers of all countries in the struggle against imperialism. Both tendencies 
prepare the objective preconditions for the voluntary unification of peoples on 
the basis of equality, cooperation, and mutual assistance and lead to the coming 
together and, in the final analysis, to the merging of nations under communisn. 


In keeping with these tendencies in the development of inter-national relations, 
during the pre-October years our party put forward the following demands: the right 
of nations to self-determination right up to separation and the formation of inde- 
pendent national states; the equal rights of nations; and the international prin- 
ciple in the organization of working class organizations (parties, trade unions, 
cooperatives, and so forth). These goals could only be achieved in an implacable 
st -uggle by the proletariat and its allies against the autocracy, the land owners, 
« wi the capitalists. It is the working class whose interests coincide with the 
vvjective development of society and its revolutionary party which are capable of 
developing and realizing the most humane program in the interests of the broad 
popular masses of all nations and peoples. 


tiistorical experience siows that national oppression is engendered by social op- 
pression, that the exploitation of man by man within a nation has as its inevit- 
able continuation the suppression of one people by another. Consequently, the des- 
truction of national oppression is only possible when social oppression is elim- 
inated. For this reason, Lenin taught, the road to the overthrowing of national 
oppression lies through the overthrowing of capitalism. Thus, the Bolsheviks 
looked upon all of the propositims of their nationalities program from the po- 
sitions of the class struggle of the proletariat and its allies for the victory 
of the new system. 


When it became the ruling party after the victory of the October Revolution, the 
Communist, Party did everything necessary for the peoples of the national districts 

















of the previous Tsarist empire to realize their right to self-determination. In 
connection with the fourth anniversary of October Lenin wrote: "We have given all 
of the non-Russian nationalities their own republics or autonomous oblasts." 
("Collected Works," Vol. 44, p 146) 


United by their common struggie for the establishment and strengthening of the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat and by their joint labor in the construction of so- 
cialism, the Seviet peoples also strove to achieve state unification which was 
necessary for the successful defense of the gains of Gre7t October and for the 
most rapid movement toward socialism. The tasks of the defense of the sovereignty 
of the Soviet country, of the elimination of the economic ruin, and of the con- 
struction of socialism urgently demanded the closest unification of the economic, 
political, and military resources of the Soviet republics and of their diplomatic 
measures. The workers of all of the Soviet national republics had a good under- 
standing of the necessity for unification into a single whole. 


Leading the unification movement of the peoples, the Communist Party solved the 
difficult theoretical and organizational problems of the creation of a single united 
multi-national state. This union is characterized by the advantages of a large 
socialist state--the voluntary nature of the unification of people with equal 
rights, and a maximum consideratior in the construction of the new life of the 
specific nature of the economic development, culture, and everyday life of nat- 
ions which stood at different levels of social progress. The formation and devel- 
opment of the USSR and the realization of the Leninist principles of the CPSU's 
nationalities policy accelerated socialist construction and the flourishing and 
coming together of all of the nations and peoples of the country. 


Let us now examine another proposition of the party's Leninist program on the na- 
tionalities question--this thesis which was substantiated in Lenin's works has been 
given an official legal status in all three of the Programs of the CPSU, in the 
decisions of its congresses, in the “Declaration of the Rights of the Laboring 

and Exploited People," and in the 1924, 1936, and 1977 USSR Constitutions. 


The Communist Party regarded an attentive attitude toward the needs of each nation 
and people as mandatory for the “genuinely strong and voluntary unity of the nat- 
ionally diverse elements of the international proletariat." Like the previous 
ones of 1924 and 1936, the 1977 USSR Constitution not only proclaims the equal 
rights of ail of the nations and peoples, but guaraniees them. In Article 36, in 
particular, it is stated: 


"The realization of these rights is ensured by the policy of the comprehensive 
development and coming together of all of the nations and peoples of the USSR, 
by the education of citizens in the spirit of Soviet patriotism and socialist 
interaationalism, and by the possibility of using their native language and the 
languages of the other peoples of the USSR. 


Any kind of direct or indirect limitation of rights, the establishment of direct 
or indirect advantayes for citizens on the basis of racial or national charact- 
eristics, as well as any kind of propagation of racial or national exclusive.css, 
enmity, or scorn is punished by law." 














During the years of socialist comstruction under the leadership of the Communist 
Party actual inequality in the economic and cultural development of the nations 
and peoples was eliminated. As was noted at the 26th CPSU Congress, the party has 
striven to raise the former national outlying districts of Russia to the level of 
development of its center as rapidly as possible. As a result, there are now no 
backward outlying districts in our country. This has been achieved thanks to the 
close cooperation of all of the nations of the USSR and, above all, the selfless 
assistance of the Russian people. For example, Kazakhstan is experiencing a 
genuine flourishing of its economic and cultural life. During the last 10th Five- 
Year Plan alone more than 250 enterprises and large shops and productions went 
into operation here. Kazakhstan's grain--a billion poods--together with the grain 
of the RSFSR and the Ukraine comprises the basis of the country's food fund. 


Tne internationalist principle of the comstructicn of the Communist Party and of 

the other organizations of the working class is an important part of the Leninist 
program on the nationalities question. It logic.ily follows the theoretical, ideo- 
logical, and political principles of the CPSU which represents and defends the in- 
terests of the workers not of any single nation or people, but of all of the nat- 
ions and peoples of the country. "...in the struggle with the autocracy and in 

the struggle with the bourgeoisie of all of Russia,” Lenin emphasized, “we have to 
act as a single, centralized, fighting organization, we have to base ourselves on 
the entire proletariat, without differences of language and nationality...." (Vol.7, 
p 122) 


Our party adheres strictly to these instructions of Lenin's. The CPSU is organized 
and acts as a class organization in which the representatives of the various na- 
tionalities are united and is the embodiment of the friendship and fraternity of 
the peoples of the USSR. At the same time, the CPSU has always regarded itself as 
a component part of the world communist and worker's movement. 


The socialist transformation of society has been the basis of the solution of the 
nationalities question in the USSR. The industrialization of the country, the 
collectivization of agriculture, the cultural revolution, the establishment of 
puolic ownership of the means of production, the elimination of exploiting classes, 
‘nd the triumph of internationalist Marxist-Leninist ideology have created fund- 
amentally new conditions for the development of the Soviet nations and peoples and 
for the formation of relations of a new type among them--relations of friendship 
and of fraternal cooperation and mutual assistance. 


At the stage of developed socialism the nationalities policy of the CPSU sets it- 
self the goal of achieving a further strengthening of the social and international 
unity of the Soviet people and the flourishing of each nation and of promoting an 
increase in the influence of real socialism on the werld revolutionary process and 
of its contribution to the general struggle of all peoples against imperialism, 
social and national oppression, and against racism and nationalism. 


The improvement of national relations is taking place on the basis of the accom- 
plishment of the chief tasks of the construction of communism--the creation of 

its material and technical base, the establishment of new social relations, and the 
education of the new man. 














"The unity of the Soviet nations is stronger today than ever before,” comrade L.I. 
Brezhnev stated at the 26th CPSU Congress. “This does not mean, of course, that 
all of the problems in the sphere of national relations have already been solved. 
The dynamics of the development of such a large multi-national state as ours gives 
rise to quite a few problems which require the sensitive attention of the party.” 
("Materials of the 26th CPSU Congress," p 56) 


In solving these problems the party takes account of the internal and external and 
the current and the long-term factors which today determine the progress of each 
nation and people and of the entire Soviet people. 


This means above all that the nationalities policy of the CPSU has to adequately 
reflect the place and role of national relations as a part of the developing sys- 
tem of the social relations of mature socialism. An underestimation or overesti- 
mation of the role of national relations is impermissibie here. They develop 
under the influence of the totality of economic, socio-class, political, and 
spiritual factors.* 


Further, the nationalities policy of the CPSU reflects the objective dialectic of 
the general and of the particular in the development of the socialist nations and 
peoples which are forming a new historical community of people--the Soviet people. 
The party is taking account bere of both the growing importance of their common 
and international features and of the uniqueness of the development of each of 
them. The CPSU does not permit either an exaggeration or the ignoring of the com- 
mon and of the specific, nor does it permit nihilism in relation to the special 
characteristics of each nation, or a limited national interpretation of then. 


While it seeks to resolve general economic, socio-political, and other questions 
in the interests of the entire Soviet people, at the same time the CPSU constantly 
shows concern for the development of the economy and culture of each Soviet re- 
public and for satisfying the needs of each people, large or small. 


The “Basic Directions of the Economic and Social Development of the USSR for 1981- 
1985 and for the Period Until 1990" provide for an improvement of the siting of 

the productive forces in order to increase the efficiency of social production on 
the basis of a further specialization and proportional development of the economies 
of the union republics and of the economic regions within the country's single 
national economic complex. ("Materials of the 26th CPSU Congress," pp 184-195) 


The Soviet republics are characterized by the multi-national composition of their 
populations. The 26th CPSU Congress emphasized the importance of ensur ng the 
proper representation in the party and government bodies of one or another repub- 
lic of all of the nations and peoples living on its territory. For its non-indig- 
enous inhabitants also have specific needs in the field of language, culture, and

everyday life. The CC of the communist parties of the union republics and the 
party kraykoms and obkoms have the task, as was stated at the congress, of looking 
more deeply into these questions and of finding punctual solutions to them. 


While accomplishing current tasks, the party takes account of future ones--the con- 
struction of a classless and non-national communist society. While helping the 
objective process of the coming together of peoples in every way that it can, at 

the same time the CPSU does not permit the artificial forcing of this process. In 
particular, the party rejected proposals which were made by certain comrades during 
the national discussion of the draft of the 1977 USSR Constitution to abolish the 
union or autonomous republics and transform the Soviet Socialit Federation--the USSR-- 
into a unitary state. "We are against tendencies aimed at the artificial erasing 

of national characteristics. But we regard their artificial exaggeration as equally 


impermissible," comrade L.I. Brezhnev has emphasized. ("Materials of the 26th CPSU 
Congress,” p 57) 





The CPSU regards the education of the workers in the spirit of Soviet patriotism 
and socialist internationalism to be one of the central tasks of all party, govern- 
ment, economic, and public organizations. 


The objective process of the development and coming together of nations and peoples, 
the deepening of the internationalization of all of these spheres of social life, 
and the growing role of the new social and international community of people-- 
Soviet people--in the social progress of society are creating favorable conditions 
for the eradication of the survivals of chauvinism, nationalism, and national 
narrow-mindedness. 


Experience shows that during the course of the intensive economic and social de- 
velopment of each of therepublics their all-around coming together is accelerated. 
The national cultures enrich one another and the formation takes place of the cul- 
ture of a single Soviet people--a new social and international community. The 
leninistt principles of nationalities policy--equality and voluntary fraternal co- 
operation--are strictly complied with here. 


iae peoples of the world are showing a growing interest in the Soviet experience 
in solving the nationalities question. They are becoming increasingly aware of 
the fact that capitalism is incapable of solving this problem which concerns the 
fate of millions of people. Afraid of the revolutionizing influence of the suc- 
cesses of socialism's nationalities policy, bourgeois Sovietologists are attempting 
to distort or belittle the world historical achievements of the Soviet Union, to 
sow enmity among the peoples of the USSR and between our state and the socialist 
countries, to depict our homeland as a "neo-imperialist power," to evoke distrust 
in the economic might of the Soviet state, and to incite nationalistic feelings 
and are advertising the imaginary advantages of “western society” in every way 
they can, and so forth. 


In addition, bourgeois ideologists endeavor to prove that the Communists, because 
they regard the nationalities question as being subordinate to the interests of 
the class struggle of the proletariat, allegedly ignore the interests of nations. 
In reality, however, it is precisely Marxism-Leninism which has shown the only 











correct route for solving this question. Only on the basis of the revolutionary 
struggle of the working class andits allies and of a movement towards socialism 
does the possibility appear of eliminating national oppression, inequality, nat- 
ional enmities, and distrust. The strategists of anti-Sovietism are attempting 

to lie about the nationalities policy of the CPSU, ascribing to it a national- 
istic content and the forced Russification of non-Russian peoples, and identifying 
it with the colonializing policies of Tsariren. 


The best argument against such falsifications is the complete flourishing of the 
nations and peoples of the USSR. Our Leninist party has proceeded and proceeds 
from the interests of all of the workers, regardless of their racial or national 
membership, and has been and remains the party of proletarian internationalisn. 

It is known, including to the bourgeois Sovietologists, that the Russian nation in 
the USSR does not enjoy any privileges. The spread of the Russian language is not 
an indicator of "Russifica*ion," but a reflection of the objective need of the 
more than 100 peoples of the Soviet Union for a language of inter-national communi- 
cation. During the course of the internationalization of social life the national 
cultures of the Russian and other peoples of the USSR have a fruitful influence on 
one another and creatively enrich one another. 


Counting upon weakening the might of the USSR, recently Western Scvietologists have 
increased their attacks upon the conclusion of the CPSU regarding the formation of 





a new social and international community of people--the Soviet people. Vain attempts 


are being made to prove that this conclusion alledgedly has no real basis and is 
dictated by an endeavor to create a new nation of a Soviet-Russian type. Charact- 
eristic in this respect is the slanderous book “The Collapsing Empire™ by E.K. 
d‘Ancos (France). The author does not wish to see the real factors which are 
uniting Soviet people of different nationalities into a single community. He would 
like to see the national differences and also differences in geographical situa- 
tion and historical development lead our multi-national country of socialism into 

a split. These expectations are groundless. 


The new social and international community which has taken shape in the USSR has 
deep roots in the coincidence of the interests of the workers of all nations and 
peoples, in the internationalization of production, the single national economic 
complex, public property, the social structure, in the political system, the inter- 
nationalist ideology, and in the traditions of friendship and joint struggle by 

the peoples against autocracy and capitalism and against domestic and foreign 
enemies, and in heroic feats of labor on behalf of the construction of communism. 


The picture in the capitalist countries is a different one. 


The almost daily reports in our press about racial and ethnic clashes in the United 
States, England, Spain, Canada, Belgium, and other countries of the "free world" 
testify again and again to the discrimination against ethnic minorities in the ex- 
ploiting society. Take, for example, the position of Negroes in the United States. 
They comprise 1l percent of the country's population, but they account for 31.5 





percent of the poor and less than 1 percent of the elected officials. Eight hmired thousand 


Indians whose average life span is 44 years have been forcibly driven on to re- 
servations where they drag out a miserable existence. 











the formation and development of the USSR and the emergence of the world socialist 
commonwealth have created a favorable situation for the victory of national liber- 
ation movements, the destruction of the colonial system of imperialism, and the 
emergence of dozens of new independent states. The USSR is helping many of them, 
especially those which have chosen the path of a socialist orientation, with the 
construction of large economic projects, the training of cadres, and the strength- 
ening of defense. The very rich experience of our Leninist party in the construc- 
tion of national relations of a new type is of world historical importance and 

can be made creative use of in various countries with regard to their conditions. 
"The Soviet Union as a multi-national state," writes Todor Zhivkov, "represents 
the prototype of a future union which will be built by the free peoples after 

the victory of socialism on our planet.” 


Fidelity by the CPSU to Lenin's ideas of the freedom and equality of peoples and 
to proletarian internationalism is a guarantee of the further strengthening of 
the unity of the Soviet people, of the unification of the socialist commonwealth, 
the strengthening of world socialism, the development of the national liberation 
movement, and the strengthening of the universal struggle for peace, social pro- 
gress and the security of the peoples.

ALL-UNION CUORDINATION OF RUSSIAN BILINGUALISM PROGRAMS DESCRIBED 
Moscow OBSHCHESTVENNYYE NAUKI in Russian No 6, 1981 pp 156-164

the USSR Academy of Sciences Institute of the Russian Language: “Experience, 
Problems and Research Prospects" ]} 


[Excerpt } I. Im the 10th Five-Year Plan the USSR Academy of Sciences Institute of 
the Russian Language--the leading scientific center for the erudy of the Russian 
language in our country--achieved substantial results in the study of processes 
governing the development of the modern Russian language in connection with 
social progress, the elaboration of scientific foundations for enhancing sp<cech 
Standards and creating practical aids on speech standards, descriptions of the 
grammatical structure of the Russiai. languege in its contemporary condition, bh .s- 
tory of ite development from most ancient times to the present, theory of lexi- 
cology and compilation of dictionaries of different kinds and for different pur- 
poses, and the study of the place and role of the Russian language in the con- 
temporary world and in the contacts among nationalities in our country. During 
the five-year plan the institute published 144 books on a great variety of 
Russian language studies. The institute's research is having a substantial in- 
fiuence on the development of the theoretical ang practical aspects of this 
linguistic discipline in our country and abroad. 


The collective focused its attention on a number of comprehensive problems 

the study of which is of great importance for the theory and methodology of 
Marxist-Leninist social science and the practice of the building of socialism 

and communism. The main problem was that of the study of the Russian language as 
a means of international communication among the peoples of che USSR. Although 
this was not a new topic for the institute, it was extensively developed during 
the 10th Five-Year Plan. The institute set up a special group on this problem in 
1974, subsequently reorganized as an independent sector in 1978. The results of 
its work included the books “Russkiy yazyk kak sredstvo mezhnatsional 'nogo 
obshcheniya" [The Russian Language As An Instrument of Communication Among 
Nations] (Moscow, 1977) and “Russkiy yazyk v natsional'nykh respublikakh 
Sovetskogo Soyuza" [The Russian Language in the National Republics of the Soviet 
Union] (Moscow, 1980), which discuss the linguistic situation in the USSR, the

nature of national-Russian bilingualism in national republics and many other 
problems related to the functioning of the Russian language in the multinational 
Soviet state. It is of basic significance that these comprehensive works were 
Written with the participation of members of linguistic institutions of academies 
of sciences of union republics, the USSR Academy of Pedagogical Sciences Scien- 
tific Research Institute for the Teaching of the Russian Language in National 
Schools and the USSR Academy of Sciences Institute of Linguistics. 


We must point out that the problem of the study of the Russian language as a 
means of communication among nations is complex. That is why one of the most im- 
portant tasks of the institute during the 10th Five-Year Plan was the formulation 
of a long-term research program on this topic, in which the most important direc- 
.ions of the work were delineated. Such a program was created and included in 
the book “Russkiy yazyk kak sredstvo mezhnatsional 'nogo Obshcheniya. Osnovnyye 
napravleniya v kazrabotke problemy" [The Russian Language As An Instrument of 
Communication Among Nations. Basic Directions in the Elaboration of the Prob- 
lem], which is to be published soon. 


Under present-day conditions, the broadened range of the Russian language gives 
priority to upgrading the quality of teaching the Russian language in national 
republics. This calls for involving the scientific forces of the republics them- 
selves in this project. To this effect, during the 10th Five-Year Plan all 
linguistic institutions of the academies of sciences of union republics and, 
partially, the USSR Academy of Sciences branches set up Russian-language sectors, 
departments and groups as well as Russian language coordination councils. Their 
activities are coordinated and headed by the USSR Academy of Sciences Institute 
of the Russian Language. Coordination conferences attended by the heads of these 
divisions and personnel of the Institute of the Russian Language and of other 
linguistic institutions in Moscow were held in Tashkent in 1978 and Dushanbe in 
1980. Plans and prospects for the scientific activities of Russian language 
teachers in union republics aimed at improving the study of the Russian language 
and at expanding its use as a tool of communication among nations were discussed. 
A consolidated plan for scientific activities in the study of the Russian 
language was the result of this coordinated work. It includes studies of a great 
variety of aspects of the functioning of the Russian language conducted by cen- 
tral academic institutes and republic academies and higher educational institu- 
tions. Such joint coordinated work yields positive results in the development of 
bilingualism and in broadening harmonious bilingualism in Soviet national repub- 
lics.

CONSUMER GOODS SUPPLY, DEMAND IN KAZAKHSTAN STUDIED

[Text] A further improvement of the well-being of the Soviet people which defines 
the long-term orientation of our economic policy presupposes a further improvement 

of planning which is inseparably bound up with the problem of balancing production 
and consumption. In the accountability report of the CC CPSU to the 26th Party Con- 
gress L. I. Brezhnev emphasized that “the plan, without question, has to be realistic 
and balanced. But it is just as unquestionable that it has to be fulfilled." 


The balanced nature of production and consumption is one of the most important 
national economic proportions. It expresses the existing value proportions in 
the development of the economy, is a very important precondition for ensuring the 
uninterrupted sale of goods and the reimbursement of the expenditures of labor 
and resources which have been expended in the process of production, and is a 
condition for the continuous functioning of the reproduction process and for the 
fullest satisfaction of the population's demanis and needs. 


[In recent years we have succeeded in reaching a balance between consumer goods and 
supply and demand. The production and supply of consumer goods have increased, 
quality has improved, and shortages of a large number of goods in mass demand have 
been eliminated. Compared to 1970, in 1980 the production ot consumer goods in- 
creased by more than 1.6 times. Moreover, there was an especially strong increase 
in the production of goods in increased demand: color television sets--50 — 
passenger cars--3.9 times, refrigerators--l1.4 times, furniture--2.2 times. 


The sale of these goods to the population also increased. Thus, during the years 
1970-1980 the sale of passengex cars increased by10 times, furniture--1.9, porcelain 
dishware--2.4, cameras--l.7, and refrigerators, watches of all types, motorcycles, 
and motorbikes--1.4 times. 


Un the whole, the country's retail commodity turnover in state and cooperative 
trade increased during this period by 70 percent. In addition, qualitative struc- 
tural changes occurred in the sale of goods which made it possible to get closer 
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to the real structure of the population's needs. Above all, there has been an in- 
crease in the proportion of goods which possess improved consumption properties 
and quality, and also of goods which satisfy more developed needs (for example, 

in education, active re. ceation, and others). The structure of supply has come 
closer to the structure which is dictated by the rational and physiological norms 
of consumption. 


An analysis of the economic processes which are occurring in the system of social- 
ist reproduction shows that a lack of correspondence between the overall amounts 
of effective demand and of goods supplies is a result of violations of individual 
proportions in the development of the economy. Therefore, it is entirely reason- 
able to assume that an improvement of the basic national economic proportions and, 
above all, of the proportion between the production of consumer goods and of the 
means of production is a very important direction in regulating the overall re- 
lationship between supply and demand. 


Definite steps in this direction have already been taken. In particular, the plan 
for the economic and social development of the USSR for 1981 provides for out- 
stripping growth rates for industrial production in group "B" compared to group 

"A" (4.2 and 4.1 percent, respectively). In the “Basic Directions for the Economic 
and Social Development of the USSR it is recorded: "To achieve higher growth rates 
in industry,_for the production of the output of group "B" compared to those of 

group "A." 3 At the 15th Congress of the Communist Party of Kazakhstan D.A. Kunayev 
noted: "...public well-being is closely connected with the further development of 
the branch, and during the new five-year plan this is task No 1."* 


It should be emphasized that the relationship between the supply of consumer goods 

and demand depends not only upon the proportions and development of subdivisias I 

and II of sociai production, but also upon other national economic proportions 

and, above all, upon the proportions between accumulations and consumption, be- 
tween labor productivity and wages, and between an increase in the production of 

consumer goods and an increase in the population's monetary income. 


An increase ‘n labor productivity is one of the most important factors which dir- 

ctly determines an increase in the production of consumer goods, and, consequently, 
their supplies on the domestic market. A most important source for the formation 
of the population's monetary income is wages which to a substantial extent deter- 
mines the amounts of effective demand. The establishment of optimal proportions 
between Labor productivity and wages makes it possible to maintain a dynamic equil- 
itrium between the supply of consumer goods and demand. However, it is not always 
possible to achieve this kind of proportionality. In the Kazakh SSR, for example, 
labor productivity in industry increased by 38 percent during the period 1970-1979, 
and by 15 percent in agriculture,~ while the average annual wage fund of workers 
and employees increased by almost 66 percent during this period. 


The relationship between supply and demand depends in the most obvious manner 
upon the proportions between an increase in the production of consumer goods and 
monetary income. An increase in the production of goods directly determines the 
amount of supplies on the domestic market, while the population's monetary income 
in one of the basic factors in the formation of aggregate effective demand. For 
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this reason, even the smallest change in the relationship between the population's 
monetary income and the production of consumer goods is immediately reflected in 
the relationship between production and consumption. 


At the present time the increase in the production of consumer goods in the country 
as a whole does not deviate significantly from the growth rates of the population's 
monetary income; but in individual regions this deviation reaches substantial pro- 
portions. During the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan alone (1975-1979) in the 
Kazakh SSR the production of consumer goods increased by 21 percent, while the pop- 
ulation's real income increased by 15 percent. In addition, retail commodity turn- 
over in state and cooperative trade increased during this period by 20.1 percent, 
while the population's deposits in savings banks increased by 53.8 percent. 


This sharp increase in the deposits was a result of the outstripping growth rate 
of the population's monetary income compared to the increase in commedity turn- 
over. Hence, it becomes entirely obvious that a study of the nature vf savings 
deposits is important not only for achieving a balance between supply and demand, 
but also for strengthening monetary circulation in the country. It has to be 
noted that a certain amount of monetary accumulations is formed regardless of the 
degree to which the demand for goods and services is met. With a growth in the 
well-being of the population there occurs a regular increase in savings, part of 
which is assigned for the purchase of expensive cultural and domestic goods (pas- 
senger cars, motorcycles, stereo video tape recorders), or designated for non- 
commodity expenditures (cooperative construction, tourist trips). 


At the present time a correspondence between production and consumption is of the 
greatest importance, since there frequently arise commodity discrepancies between 
supply and demand and, moreover, a lack of balance of supply and demand appears 
when there is a absence of a complete structural and assortment-quality corres- 
pondence between them and when there is unsatisfied demand. For example, today, 
with an overall correspondence between supply and demand on the outer clothing 
market, there is a deficit of individual types of this clothing, while other types 
are overstocked in above-norm stocks. 


The indicator of the degree of the satisfaction of needs is one of the most inm- 
portant instruments which most fully reflects the achievement of a balance bet- 
ween production and consumption. In the economic literature and in many scient- 
ific elaborations and planning calculations an evaluation of the territorial 
differences in consumption is usually performed by the method of comparing the 

per capita regional consumption indicators for a given product with one another or 
with an averaged territorial indicator. With this methodological approach the level 
of the development of consumption in an individual region is estimated in relation 
to the degree of the deviation of its per capita amount from the averaged terri- 
torial level. A minimum of regional differences in the per capita consumption of 
one or another product is the criterion of the optimality of the territorial dev- 
elopment of consumption. However, an increasing number of economists are coming 

to the conclusion that this method of analysis is not complete, since it does not 
take account of the degree of the satisfaction of needs in a given region. The 
task cuusists in the creation by regions of conditions for an approximately equal 
degree of the satisfaction of the population's needs as the basis for the normal 
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reproduction of labor power and the all-round development of the individual. This 
position is clearly set forth in the works of Professor A.I. Kocherga. He writes: 
"...the goal of the territorial regulation of the service sphere is the creation 
of conditions for the equal satisfaction of the needs of the population of differ- 
ent regions which differ in amount and structure. We are placing our emphasis on 
ensuring an equal degree of regional needs.’ Correct, in our view, is the opinion 
of A.I. Levin who asserts that ‘the problem comes down to the territoria’ equali- 
zation of precisely the degree to which the population's needs for individual goods 
is satisfied, and not consumption itself in general which can be different in the 
individual republics of the country as a result of differences in the very needs 
of the populations of these republics.'"° An equal degree of the satisfaction of 
the needs for a product in the different regions of the country has to be the cri- 
terion of the territorial approximation of the consumption levels for any product. 
In this connection, the question arises of the methodology ror calculating the 
indicator of the level of the satisfaction of needs and of the degree of the attain- 
ment of recommended consumption norms. 





At the present time the degree of the attainment of the recommended consumption norms 
for, for example, fats is determined by means of comparing the actual consumption 
of fats calculated by statistical agencies to the recommended norms. Account is 
not taken here of the fact that the statistical agencies perform a count of only 
the "visible" consumption of fats. In order to determine the indicator which re- 
flects the actual level of the attainment of the recommended norms or of the sat- 
isfaction of the needs for fats it is essential to have a quantitative evaluation 
of the consumption not only of "visible" but also of "invisible" fats, and also 
to establish the degree to which they are assimilated by the organism. In order 
to calculate the consumption of "visible" fats use was made of the data of state, 
cooperative, and kolkhoz trade and of private subsidiary farming, while the con- 
sumption of "invisible™ fats was calculated on the basis of their content within 
products of animal and vegetable origin. 


On the basis of the data of K.S. Petrovskiy, M. Ya. Brenets, Ye.B. Mel'nikov, and 
other scientists regarding fat content in foods, we have performed the first at- 
tempt to calculate the consumption by the population of the Kazakh SSR of so called 
"invisible" fats. Calculations have shown that in 1980 the total per capita con- 
sumption of butter in the republic came to 10.25 kilograms, including 3.5l of 
"visible" and 6.74 kilograms of "invisible." The share of the “invisible” in the 
total consumption of butter comes to around two-thirds, while for lard and other 
food fats it is even higher. In order to determine the degree of the satisfaction 
of needs it is necessary to determine the amount of assimilable fats. If the 
assimilability of butter comes to 95 percent, the satisfaction of the needs for it 
by the population of the Kazakh SSR was on the average per person 9.74 kilograms 
(29;23-99) in 1980. Im contrast to other types of fats, butter is consumed basic- 
100 
ally as sandwich spread. According to the date of a population questionaire which 
was conducted by the author, only 1.5 percent of the population uses it in cooking 
meat, potatoes, and other foods. Therefore, butter is consumed practically with- 
out loss. Thus, the degree of the satisfaction of the needs of the population of 
the Kazakh SSR for butter comes to 177 percent of the scientific norm. 
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the indicators of the consumption of vegetable and food fats are calculated in a 
similar manner. Im contrast to butter, in the consumption of other fats losses 
comprise a large proportion. In cooking beef, pork, and lamb, 40 percent of the 
fats are lost, while losses of vegetable oils during cooking come to 10-12 percent. 
If it is considered the coefficient of the assimilability of animal fats is 85.8 
percent and of vegetable fats--95 percent, then the amount of assimilable food fats 
in foods consumed by the population is decreased. Consequently, in 1980 the con- 
sumption of "visible" and "invisible" fats came to 21.1 kilograms, including 9.7 
kilograms for butter, 6.4 kilograms for vegetable fats, and 4.7 kilograms for lard 
and food fats. Compared to the scientific norms, the consumption of vegetable oils 
came to 75.8 percent and of lard and food fats--212 percent. Thus, in Kazakhstan 
there is an over-consumption of animal fats while there is an insufficient con- 
sumption of vegetable fats. 


To summarize the above, it can be said that in developing a food program it is 
necessary first-of all to make a careful study of the need for one or another food 
by regions of the republic. They have to be made up with regard to the indicator 
of the degree of the satisfaction of needs which has to be calculated for all 
groups of goods im accordance with the above-cited methodology.

KIRGHIZ LECTURERS URGED TO CRITICIZE ‘ISLA*%IC IDEOLOGY‘ 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 2 Dec 81 p 1 
[Article: "To Be Made Known to the Hearts and Minds of Everyone"™] 


[Text] More than 31,000 members of the "“Znaniye” Society of the Kirghiz SSR are 
persistently conducting propaganda for the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and 
have actively joined in the work to explain the materials of the November (1981) 
Plenum of the CC CPSU, the theses and conclusions contained in the speech at the 
Plenum by comrade L.I. Brezhnev, and the documents of the Sixth Session of the 
USSR Supreme Soviet, Tenth Convocation. 


This was noted at the 30 November Frunze Plenum of the Board of the "Znaniye”

KIRGHIZ TRADE UNION PLENUM ON LETTERS, SUGGESTIONS 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 6 Dec 81 p 1 
[Article: “An Important Task of the Trade Unions"™] 


[Text] Measures to improve the work of the republic's trade unions on the letters 
and suggestions of workers in the light of the demands of the 26th CPSU Congress 
were discussed at a Plenum of the Kirghiz Council of Trade Unions which was held 
on 3 December. 


A report was delivered by the chairman of the Kirghiz Council of Trade Unions E. 
Abakirov. 


The following took part in the discussion of the report: K.A. Abdyrazakov, the 
chairman of the Oshskaya Oblast Council of Trade Unions; P.N. Poslavskiy, a team 
leader at the Frunze Instrument Making Plant imeni the 50th anniversary of the 
Kirghiz SSR; N.D. Petrovskiy, the chairman of the republic trade union committee 
for geological surveying workers; K.A. Orozaliyev, the Minister of Motor Vehicle 
Transport and Highways of the Kirghiz SSR} D.A. Eshenkulova, a polisher at the 
"Kirgizmebel'" Production Association; and others. 


The reporter and the speakers noted that as of late the republic's trade unions 

have substantially increased their attention toward workers’ letters and the or- 
ganization of the reception of workers. Most of the letters, applications, and 

complaints of citizens are checked and examined punctually, objectively, and on 

the spot. 


The speakers devoted a great deal of attention to an analysis of the shortcomings 
which exist in one of the most important sectors of the work of trade unions and mp- 
ped out concrete ways to eliminate them. It was pointed out that the Kirghiz 

Council of Trade Unions, the oblast councils, the republic trade union committees, 
and the local trade union bodies have not yet succeeded in having work with work- 
ers’ letters be regarded as the direct duty of all leading trade union workers. 

The primary duty of every trade union council and committee is to constantly im- 
prove the style ad methods of its work, to improve the working, living, and rest 
conditions of workers, and to be sensitive and attentive to their needs and re- 
quirements. 
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The Second Secretary of the CC of the Communist Party of Kirgiziya V.A. Makarenko 
spoke at the Plenum. 


An important direction of the work of the trade unions and their agencies, comrade 
Makarenko said, is the defense of the rights and interests of the workers, a streng- 
thening of socialist legality, and an improvement of the system of examining the 
proposals, applications, and complaints of citizens. The Kirghiz Council of Trade 
Unions has carried out a number of measures aimed at improving work with the letters 
and oral declarations of workers. 


In the decree adopted by the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Kirgiziya 
on the state of work with citizens’ letters and on organizing receptions for cit- 
izens in the Kirghiz Council of Trade Unions, the oblast councils of trade unions, 
and the republic trade ynion committees in the light of the decisions of the 26th 
CPSU Congress it is noted that this work does not yet fully meet the demands of the 
party congress. There are instances of an inattentive and superficial attitude 
toward workers’ letters. The examination of some of them is dragged out over a 
long period, which is one of the reasons for the appearance of repeat letters and 
frequent appeals by citizens to republic organizations and central bodies, right 
up to the CC CPSU. Many trade union committees do not take strict action against 
those who permit a lack of discipline and a lack of organization in the work with 
workers’ letters and suggestions. 


A defense of the rights and interests of the workers and a further strengthening 
of socialist legality and democracy has to become a very important direction in 
the work of the Kirghiz Council of Trade Unions, the oblast trade union councils, 
and the republic committees. It has to be seen to it that every valid suggestion, 
application, or complaint is examined and that just decisions are made on them. 

It is necessary to bring about the strictest accounting of workers’ complaints and 
applications, to systematically analyze their character and content, to discover 
and eliminate the reasons which give rise to just complaints, and to constantly 
control the examination of the issues raised in workers’ letters. This work has 
to be carried out in close connection with the accomplishment of the tasks of 
economic, social, and cultural construction. 


the decree of the CC of the Communist Party of Kirgiziya should be discussed at 
the oblast trade union councils and republic trade union committees and at meet- 
ings of primary trade union organizations, and concrete measures should be worked 
out to improve the work with workers’ letters and oral presentations. Special 
attention here should be directed toward increasing production efficiency and work 
quality, accelerating scientific and technological progress, creating the con- 
ditions for highly productive work at each work place, strengthening labor dis- 
cipline, satisfying the social and cultural and everyday needs of the workers, and 
strengthening the struggle against reporting distortions, the squandering and 
theft of socialist property, and bribery and speculation. It is essential to in- 
crease the role of the trade unions in ideological-educational and mass political 
work among the broad masses. 


Trade union organizations have the task of directing their most careful attention 
toward the category of letters which concern the distribution of housing and dis- 











missal from work. There are still very many shortcomings here and various kinds of 
violations and abuses can be encountered. The trade unions must not allow any of 
these instances to escape from its field of vision and they must look into them 
carefully and objectively. 


There has to be an increase in the personal responsibility of leaders and other 
officials for the correct organization of work with workers’ letters and oral ap- 
peals. The leaders of the Kirghiz Council of Trade Unions and of the oblast 
councils and republic committees have to take a more demanding approach to the ex- 
amination of workers’ letters, devote more attention to the personal reception of 
citizens, and to make a wider practice for these purposes of trips to enterprises, 
construction sites, institutions, kolkhozes and sovkhozes, and educational in- 
stitutions. 


The report and election meetings and conferences have now been completed in all of 
the primary trade union organizations. Next year the 14th Congress of Kirghiz 
Trade Unionswill take place. All of this is placing a large responsibility on 
party, trade union, and economic agencies. The trade unions have to concentrate 
their chief attention on the extensive development of socialist competition and 

on the study and dissemination of advanced experience. 


A large amount of work will have to be done to bring about an extensive development 
of a socialist competition for a worthy reception of the 60th anniversary of the 
formation of the USSR and for the development and adoption of socialist commitments 
for 1982. This work has to be conducted on a high political and organizational 
level.

AMU DARYA BRIDGE MAJOR SOVIET-AFGHAN TRANSIT LINK 
Bridge To Relieve Shipping Traffic 
Tashkent SOVET OZBEKISTONI in Uzbek 5 Jul 81 p 2 


[Article by A. Nizomov in connection with Maritime Workers Day: "When the 
Banks Are Joined" ] 


[Text] Recent archaeological excavations are providing evidence that the cities 
of Termez in Uzbekistan and Khairatan on the other bank of the Am darya River in 
Afghanistan are more than 2,000 years old. It has now been 20 centuries that the 
inhabitants of these two cities have been occupied with maritime activities. No 
matter how obstinate and untamed the Jayhun (as the Amu darya was known in anti- 
quity) has been, nor how often it has changed its course, communication between 
the two cities has never been broken off. This is because the shortest trade 
route leading from South and Southeast Asia to Central Asia, and from there to 
Europe, passes right through this spot. 


Maritime workers still today serve as the means of trade and cooperation between 
the two neighboring countries. All sorts of service buildings and various 
export-import organizations for the ports have been established along both 

banks of the Amu darya. Towering cranes unload ard Icad caravans of ships day 
and night. The 130-seat passenger ship "Musa Jalili" goes along the river way 
four times a week. It is laden with construction workers, engineers, drivers, 
diplomats and businessmen. Mountain climbers have also come to love the passen- 
ger ship because the Himalayan peaks can be reached more quickly through here! 


We are in the office of the chief of Khairatan port, Ali Ahmad Rezai. The tele- 
phone is ringing incessantly. A port stevedore informs him: "The next ship from 
Termez has arrived. Where shall we unload it?" 


"Here's a good chance for you to become familiar with our port's operations,” 
Rezai says with a smile, and leads us to a ship which has just now stopped at 

the mooring dock. Along the way, he cites figures which characterize the ever- 
increasing trade turnover between the USSR and Afghanistan. Today, the port pro- 
cesses more than three times the cargo it did in 1978. Nearly all freight that 
Afghanistan is receiving or shipping abroad, as well as a considerable portion 

of the freight which is being sent from one country to a second country, that 

is, from Asia to Europe via a third state, and which comes from Europe to Asia, 
is shipped, unloaded and reloaded here in this port. 

















From where the ships are moored are heard typical commands like "Turn to star- 
board," “Turn to port,” "Stop engines." The voice of one of the captains seemed 
familiar to me. Looking through binoculars, I saw an old acquaintance of mine 
on the bridge of a ship, the well-known captain Fedor Nosov. For many years, 

he had commanded the ship “Tashkent™ of the Central Asian steamship line. Today, 
he is crew chief of the tugboat “Qora Hatamov.™ This ship got its name in honor 
of the memory of the veteran of Termez port and a Hero of Socialist Labor. 

Fedor Pavlovich, who is one of Qora Hatamov's disciples, is himself a teacher 
and master to many maritime workers today. His son, mechanic Anatoliy Nosov, 
works with him on the new ship. 


The “Qota Hatamov" was sent to the port of Khairatan to serve as an auxiliary 
ship for some time. It substitutes for and rotates with freight barges so that 
it will be easier for the Afghani longshoremen who unload them. Yes, the Termez 
citizens gladly help out their Afghanistani colleagues. Besides working in the 
port of Khairatan, they patiently teach the trade secrets of their skills to the 
Afghani loaders, stevedores, and crane operators. 


Still another ship from Termez works alongside the "Qora Hatamov" here. The 
name "('"«tyabr' 60 yilligi™ is written on its stern. Nikolay Beregovoy heads 

the crew. On the “Norak"™ tugboat, his colleague Qochqor Oltiboyev heads upriver 
toward Sherkhonda, another Afghan port on the Amu darya. In the port of Khaira- 
tan, one feels as though one is in Termez because of the mobility and quickness 
of all the tugboats with 3 paddle wheels which are built by the Chardzhou ship- 
builders. Possibly you are surprised and wonder why paddlewheel boats ply the 
Amu darya. One must use such boats because of the abrupt changes of the current 
and the existence of sand shoals in the obstinate Amu darya. When a ship is 
grounded on a shoal, it can disperse the sand with its pa’‘dles and get out to 
open water. 


A joint Afghan-Soviet Transportation Society, "AFSOVTRA," has been formed in 
Khairatan. It is a support organization for Khairatanian port workers engaged 

in loading shipments of state enterprises and speciai firms of the Afghanistan 
Democratic Republic. In cooperation with representatives of Soviet foreign 

trade administrations, the society takes part in loading various kinds of equip- 
ment and machinery for the Jarquduq gasfield, the Naglu-Kabul-Jalalabad electro- 
transmitter lines, and the Mazari Sharif factory being constructed in Afghanistan. 


One can see many crates brought from Western Europe and Japan via the USSR in 
the port of Khairatan. From here will be sent to the Soviet Union and other 
countries traditional Afghan export goods: tangerines, oranges, raisins, pome- 
granates, olives, nuts, shoe leather, cotton, rugs, and fertilizers. 


Soon, the Khairatan and Termez ports will be relieved of some of this l«rge 
freight. We talked with Dr Vali Muhammad Rasuliy, president of the tec.uaical 
office of the Ministry of Social Affairs of the Afghanistan Democratic Republic 
about this in Tashkent. He graduated from the Institute of Automobile Trans- 
portation and Roads in Tashkent, and defended his dissertation in Moscow. 


"Near Termez and Khairatan," Di Rasuliy tells us, "a combined automobile and 
railroad bridge is presently being built. At the request of our government, 
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the construction workers have pledged to deliver it for use 1 year ahead of 
schedule, in spring of next year. The chief contractor, the collective of the 
Bridge Construction Trust 7 in Tashkent is expending every resource on it. At 
the same time, new warehouses and landings for the storage of freight when the 
bridge is operational are being built in Khairatan. Of course, this is not to 
say that these maritime workers will be out of work. Judging by the experience 
of the Soviet Union, a great transportation center will be formed in the ports 
in which the interests of railroad workers, automobile workers, maritime work- 
ers, as well as foreign trade organizations, will be served." 


They rightly call the Khairatan and Termez ports the gates of friendship. They 
are always open to warm friends. Up until now, the river boats have connected 
the Amu darya banks. Beginning next year, the bridge of friendship will bring 
them even closer together. 


Bridge Completion in May 1982

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UZBEK PLANT FACES LABOR SHORTAGE

Going Up, But..."] 


[Text] The cottonseed oil extraction plant being erected in Kasan will become 
one of the great industrial enterprises of the future. According to plans, the 
plant will have a capacity to process 1,200 tons of cotton seed daily. Specific- 
ally, it will have the ability to prepare 500 tons of husks, 500 tons of cotton 
cake, and 200 tons of oil. This will doubtlessly play a great role in the execu- 
tion by the Kashkadarya Oblast of the tasks set forth by the 26th Party Congress. 
For instance, consumers will be supplied with copious quantities of oil and of 
very nutritious feed for livestock. 


It must first be said that the construction of the enterprise was designated a 
civilian construction. Builders of Construction Trust No 13 of the republic's 
Ministry of Construction--the chief contractor—-have selflessly worked along- 
side skilled specialists and construction and assembly workers from Volgograd, 
Saratov and Tambov. Assistants drawn from oblast and rayon organizations have 
@lso labored productively. More than 32 million rubles of the 34 million rubles 
capital sum allocated in the plan have been appropriated. Dozens of shops and 
sections whose construction is finished have been turned over to ‘the state com- 
mission for evaluation. These are not the on)y achievements, of course. Collec- 
tives of mechanized mobile columns 6 and 122 headed by Comrades Yahyo Norqulov 
and Shodmon Rahmonov of Construction Trust 13, builders of several trusts sub- 
ordinate to the "Minmontazhspetsstroy" and “Soyuzliftmontazh" organizations, and 
assistant construction workers from the "Karshistroy" administration, the 
"Oblkolkhozstroy" trust, and the Shakhrisabz, Itab, Yakkabag and Guzar rayons 
have especially acquitted themselves in a selfless manner. 


However, 2 million rubles worth of construction and assembly work must still be 
carried out before the plant is ready for use. Members of the construction 
headquarters of the oblast party committee which has examined this situation is 
expressing the hope that the enterprise will begin to produce its first products 
in August of this year. 


On one hand, as a matter of fact, there is good reason for such “hope.” For 
example, valuable equipment and technological apparati imported from the German 
Federated Republic and elsewhere have been installed in production shops of the 
enterprise. Cotton cleaning structures have been put into motion. The extrac- 
tion shop has passed its test. 
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However, on the other hand, with every day that the enterprise gets closer to 
its start-up, a problem is making its future "bosses" anxious: who will supply 
the plant with workers and engineer and technical cadres? In order to reach 
its full capacity, the plunt needs 800 workers, engineers and technicians in 
20 different specialties. At the same time, only 261 people have been hired 
by the enterprise so far. One-hundred and twenty future workers are being 
taught at the rural vocational school No 253 in Kasan. But, unfortunately, 
this alone cannot assure production at the enterprise. The plant presently 
has an acute need for people in more than a dozen professions such as separa- 
tors, metal workers, and electricians. But the amazing thing is that this 
problem has so far not alarmed the republic Ministry of Food Industry. 


Another thing. The problem of assuring the plant's workers, engineers and 
technicians standard work conditions in the future is still on the agenda. 
True, construction of a dormitory for 200 people and 2 residential buildings 
each with 32 rooms has been finished. However, this is still very little com- 
pared to the 8,000 square meters of living quarters whose construction was 
planned. We say that the best thing would have been to carry out the construc- 
tion of the enterprise and the housing at the same rate. Only in that way is 
it also possible to prevent the turnover of cadres at the enterprise in the 
future.
